forces  of  nature  have  harvested  the  preced-

LICENSES,  PERMITS,  &  STAMPS 

Persons  hunting  or  trapping  in  Illinois  must 
have  a  valid  license  in  their  possession  when 
afield. 

In  addition  to  a  hunting  license,  hunters  16 
years  of  age  and  older  must  have  Federal 
and  State  Migratory  Waterfowl  Stamps  in 
order  to  hunt  migratory  waterfowl.  The 
stamps  must  be  affixed  to  the  back  of  the 
hunting  license  and  the  Federal  Stamp 
must  be  signed  in  ink  across  the  face. 

Persons  who  wish  to  hunt  deer,  wild  turkey, 
and/or  hunt  on  certain  State  areas,  must, 
in  addition  to  their  hunting  licenses,  obtain 
special  permits  from  the  Department.

★  Non-residents  shall  be  charged  the  same  fee 
for  a  license  or  permit  as  that  charged  resi¬ 
dents  of  Illinois  by  the  state  in  which  the 
applicant  resides. 

FEES  (Alternative) 

Hunting  licenses  and  State  Migratory  Waterfowl 
Stamps,  both  resident  and  non-resident,  may  be 
obtained  from  one  of  the  Department  bonded  li¬ 
cense  vendors  at  various  locations  throughout 
the  State  or  at  a  Department  Office.  (See  listing 
at  end  of  brochure.) 

EXEMPTIONS  FROM  LICENSE 
REQUIREMENT 

★  Residents  65  years  of  age  or  older,  residents 
who  are  physically  disabled,  or  persons  on 
leave  from  the  Armed  Services  (having  en¬ 
tered  the  military  as  an  Illinois  resident)  are 
not  required  to  have  a  hunting  license  or 
State  Migratory  Waterfowl  Stamp. 

★  Owners  or  tenants  and  their  children,  par¬ 
ents,  brothers,  and  sisters  permanently  re¬ 
siding  on  their  land  are  not  required  to  have 
a  hunting  license  or  State  Migratory  Water- 
fowl  Stamp  to  hunt  on  that  land. 

FIREARMS  OWNERS’  I.D.  (FOID)  CARD 

Anyone  who  has  a  firearm  or  firearm  ammuni¬ 
tion  in  their  possession  must  also  have  in  their 
possession  a  valid  FOID  Card  unless  he  or  she 
is: 

1.  A  licensed  out-of-state  sportsman  hunting  in 
Illinois. 

2.  Under  the  age  of  21  and  under  the  immedi¬ 
ate  control  of  a  parent,  guardian,  or  respon¬ 
sible  adult  who  has  in  their  .possession  a 
valid  FOID  Card. 

CLOTHING 

All  hunters  and  trappers  afield,  except  those 
hunting  migratory  waterfowl,  in  counties  open 
during  the  firearm  deer  season  are  required  to 
wear  a  cap  and  upper  outer  garment  of  solid 
blaze  orange  of  at  least  400  square  inches. 

DEER  (Archery) 

Hunting  is  by  permit  only.  All  counties  are  open 
to  archery  hunting.  (See  dates  for  exceptions.) 

DEER  (Firearm) 

Hunting  is  by  permit  only.  Counties  closed  to 
firearm  deer  hunting  are  Lake,  Kane,  Cook  and 
DuPage. 


MIGRATORY  BIRDS 

In  addition  to  State  regulations,  Federal  rules 
also  apply  to  the  taking,  possessing,  shipping, 
transporting,  and  storing  of  migratory  game 
birds.  Each  hunter  should  also  consult  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Regulations,  found  in  Title  50,  Code  of  Fed¬ 
eral  Regulations,  Part  20. 

TURKEY  (Archery  -  Fall) 

Hunting  is  by  permit  only.  Open  counties  are 
Adams,  Alexander,  Brown,  Calhoun,  Gallatin, 
Hardin,  Jackson,  Jersey,  Jo  Daviess,  Marshall, 
Pike,  Pope,  Putnam,  Saline,  Schuyler,  Union, 
and  Williamson. 

TURKEY  (Archery  -  Spring  &  Shotgun) 

Hunting  is  by  permit  only.  Open  counties  will  be 
announced  in  Spring,  1987. 

TRAPPING 

Green  hides  must  be  disposed  of  within  10  days 
after  season  closes.  All  traps  must  be  tagged 
with  the  trapper’s  name  and  address. 

Beaver  trapping  season  is  open  in  all  counties. 
Those  portions  of  Carroll,  Whiteside,  and  Rock 
Island  counties  lying  west  of  the  Illinois  Rt.  84 
from  Interstate  80  north  to  the  Jo  Daviess 
County  line  will  be  open  to  the  trapping  of 
beaver  only  from  November  15  to  December  29, 
1986,  inclusive. 

Please  report  sightings  and  accidental  captures  of 
river  otters  to  a  Conservation  Police  Officer  or  the 
Endangered  Species  Coordinator  (217/785-8774). 

PERMISSION  FROM  LANDOWNER 

Hunters  and  trappers  must  obtain  permission 
from  the  landowner  before  entering  his  land 
whether  or  not  the  land  is  fenced  or  posted. 

Remember,  your  conduct  while  hunting  can  in¬ 
fluence  the  landowner’s  decision  to  let  you  or 
other  sportsmen  hunt  there  in  the  future. 


STATEWIDE  REGULATIONS 

It  is  unlawful  to: 

★  hunt  along,  upon,  across,  or  from  any  public 
right-of-way  or  highway. 

★  take,  or  attempt  to  take,  molest,  or  disturb 
any  hawk,  eagle  or  owl,  at  any  time,  except 
as  provided  by  falconry  regulations.

★  hunt  with  a  shotgun  capable  of  firing  more 
than  three  consecutive  shots. 

★  use  a  crossbow  to  take  wild  birds  or  mammals. 


★  use  a  mechanical  device  or  smoke  or  other 
gases  to  remove  an  animal  from  its  den. 

★  use  a  ferret  or  other  small  mammal  to  drive 
an  animal  from  its  den  or  hiding  place. 

★  use  a  recording  or  electronic  calling  device 
to  attract  furbearing  mammals,  wild  game 
mammals  or  game  birds  between  sunset  and 
sunrise. 

★  use  a  spear  or  spear-like  device  to  take  game. 

★  use  a  poison,  chemicals  or  explosives  to  take 
game. 

★  hunt  by  or  near  perat,  grass,  brush  or  other 
flammable  material  while  it  is  burning. 

★  hunt,  disturb,  harass  or  take  any  protected 
bird  or  mammal  by  the  use  or  aid  of  an  auto¬ 
mobile,  vehicle  or  conveyance,  any  type  of 
watercraft,  aircraft  or  machine  propelled  by 
mechanical  power. 

★  use  light  or  lights  from  a  vehicle  or  water¬ 
craft  to  hunt,  disturb,  harass  or  take  any 
protected  bird  or  animal  while  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  firearm  or  bow  and  arrow.  EXCEPT: 
Skunk,  opossum,  red  or  gray  fox,  coyote,  and 
raccoon  may  be  taken  during  the  open  sea¬ 
son  by  the  use  of  a  small  hand  operated  light 
by  a  person  who  is  on  foot  and  not  in  any 
vehicle. 

★  hunt  with  or  have  in  your  possession  while 
hunting,  a  shotgun  shell  with  shot  larger 
than  size  BB.  EXCEPT  White-tailed  deer 
may  be  taken  with  a  shotgun  no  larger  than 
10  gauge  or  smaller  than  20  gauge  loaded 
with  slugs  or  a  muzzle  loader  of  .45  caliber 
or  larger,  and  coyotes  may  be  taken  with 
slugs  by  valid  unfilled  deer  permit  hunters. 

★  carry  a  shotgun,  rifle,  handgun  or  airgun  in 
or  on  any  vehicle,  conveyance  or  aircraft  un¬ 
less  the  firearm  or  airgun  is  unloaded  and 
enclosed  in  a  case. 

★  carry  a  bow  or  bow  and  arrow  device  in  a 
vehicle,  conveyance  or  aircraft  unless  it  is 
unstrung  or  enclosed  in  a  case,  or  otherwise 
made  inoperable. 

★  remove  plumage  of  pheasants  in  the  field  or 
to  remove  the  heads  at  any  time  when  dress¬

★  use  a  rifle,  handgun  or  airgun  to  take  game 
birds  or  migratory  game  birds. 

★  fire  a  rifle,  handgun  or  airgun  over  or  into 
water  or  ice. 

★  shoot  a  firearm  along,  on  or  across  a  public 
road,  highway  or  right-of-way. 

★  use  a  firearm  equipped  with  a  silencer. 

★  hunt,  trap  or  allow  a  dog  to  hunt  on  another 
person’s  land  or  on  waters  standing  or  flow¬ 
ing  over  his  land  without  first  obtaining  per¬ 
mission  from  the  owner  or  tenant. 

★  hunt,  trap  or  allow  a  dog  to  hunt  within  300 
yards  of  an  inhabited  dwelling  without  first 
obtaining  permission  of  the  owner  or  tenant 
of  the  dwelling. 

★  damage  or  destroy  another  person’s 
property  while  hunting  on  his  land. 

★  allow  your  dog  to  chase,  harass  or  kill  deer. 

★  hunt  any  wild  game  except  furbearers 
between  sunset  and  sunrise.  EXCEPT  Deer 
and  turkey  may  be  hunted  from  V2  hour 
before  sunrise  to  sunset. 

★  take  game  birds  (except  turkey),  or 
migratory  game  birds,  unless  they  are  flying 
except  when  the  bird  is  crippled  and 
otherwise  irretrievable. 

★  possess  any  net  or  trap  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  game  birds  or  migratory  game  birds. 

★  possess  any  freshly-killed  game  when  the 
season  is  closed. 

★  take  wildlife  and  retain  it  alive. 

★  molest  or  destroy  any  nest,  den,  house  or 
other  animal  cavity. 

★  hunt  or  trap  afield  for  any  species  during 
the  firearm  deer  season  when  not  wearing 
the  blaze  orange  clothing  required  for  deer 
hunting. 

★  place,  carry,  possess  or  transport  a  shotgun 
on  a  boat  of  any  type  in  an  area  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of 
Conservation  during  the  period  March  1  to 
May  31,  inclusive. 

★  buy,  sell  or  barter  the  edible  parts  of  game 
birds  or  mammals.
